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WHAT TO DO: WITH THE ASHES? 


Eight cremations have taken place 
at Washington, Pa., where a funeral 
furnace is established. The last body 
incinerated was that of the wife ot 
a prominent lawyer of Warren. Re- 
ligious services were held as usual; 
then the body was taken from the 
casket, wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with alum water, and placed in the 
crematory furnace. In two hours the 
remains were reduced to ashes. 

‘What was done with the ashes is 
not stated. Perhaps the husband had 
them done up in a brown paper parcel 
and went home with them under his 
arm. The casket is which the remains 
were taken to the cemetery must have 
been as good as new, and was possi- 
bly preserved for the funeral of a sec- 
ond wife. This saving of coffins must 
commend itself to the heads of 
families as one of the best features of 
cremation. One coffin, made large, 
would answer a whole family for sev- 
eral generations. It might get a little 
out of style, it is true, but what is 
style in the presence of death. 

The question of the fitting disposal 
of the ashes of the deceased is one that 
yet remains unsettled. A wife would. 
in case of the death and cremation of 
her husband, feel it her sacred duty to 
fitly care for his ashes, being, of 
course, his residuary legatee. One 
can faney the weeping widow bearing 
away to her grief-stricken home the 
ashy remains of a true aod noble hus- 
band, neatly done up in a black paper 
bag, or perhaps in a funeral ash pan 
designed for the purpose. It will 
not do to bury those ashes. She might 
just as well have had her Joho Henry 
planted in the ground fat once as to 
bury the cinders to which he was re- 
duced at considerable expense. If the 
‘widow has children, she will want to 
put their father’s ashes where they 
cannot spill them. It would never do 
to run the risk of allowing little Jim- 
my to have a chance to incorporate 
the cinders of his deceased parent into 

a mud pie. It was the ancient prac- 
tice to deposit the ashes in a funera: 
urn, which was preserved in a tomb or 
other sacred place. But this is un- 
American. Modern American widows 
would never consent to it. They will 
have the ashes of their first husband 
in the house, where they can at any 

time take off the cover and shed bit- 
ter tears into them, until they marry 
again. But just what kind of a recep- 
tacle to place them in—that’s what's 
the question. 

American inventive genius has been 
applied to the solution of this import- 
ant problem. A recent patent con- 
sists in providing a parlor bust of the 
deceased, cut in marble, and in mak- 
ing a hole in the back of the bust. 
whereia the ashes are to be deposited 
after cremation of the body. A fur- 
tber improvement, suggested by a lady 
cCorrespondent of the Scientific Ameri- 
can, is to prepare a wet mixture of 
cements for artificial stone or marble, 
and sprinkle the ashes of the deceased 
into the mixture, which js then to be 
cast or pressed into the form of busts, 
statuettes, or other objects. In this 
‘way various members of the family 
might possess en@uring portions of the 
ashes of the departed one. 

Jo both these two plans there are 
objections. The first might do well 
enough in the case of the widow, 
while she remained single. But sup- 
pose she married again, and fell into 
the habit of unduly praising her first 
husband to her second, as women who 
have had experience as widows are apt 
to do. Some day, when his own fail- 
ings were being contrasted with the 
virtues of the lamented deceased, 
would not husband No, 2 be apt to 
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SPAIN AND SPANISH POETRY. 


In last Friday’s Sun there is a 
beautifully written criticism of ‘‘Mod- 
ern Spanish Poets.” The style of the 
article is as charming as Taine’s, and 
possibly he may have written it. 


50 Spanish poetry is described as a “flow- 


ing stream, a caressing woman, a lat- 
tice partly open, an orange tree with 
fragrant white flowers. Itis a dream- 
ing Arab, a fighting Norseman, a 
coal-eyed Moor.” The critic gives the 
highest place in Spanish poetry to Zo- 
rilla. “You might as well try to re- 
produce on canvass the perfume of the 
rose ur the luminous mist or vapor of 
light that envelopes everything in that 
land of gold as to translate Zorilla’s 
verses.” Whata charming picture is 
this the writer draws of Spain: 

“The sun is the father of poetry,and 
nature its mother. In the land of 
Spain, warmed with suolight and 
shaded with orange trees, where 
women glow like burning lava, where 
flowers perfume the air, where even 
ruins smile and the dawn sparkles, 
where the poppy laden fields look 
like lakes of blood. where cosy little 
cottages nesting in rose dotted foliage 
seem to bury their iomates in happi- 
ness, where the English go every year 
to thaw their souls frozen in the humid 
atraosphere of their native isle, where 
the iron Goth conquered. the fiery 
Moor loved, and the steel-knit Roman 
built, where the soil like a captive 
beauty vanquishes its conquerors, 
where the soul of an African fires a 
Caucasian body, where painters have 
only to shake their brushes in the air 
to fill them with gay colors—ino this 
land poetry gushes from the heart as 
pure as a mountain stream. It is as 
much a product of nature asa jassa- 
mine or a honeysuckle.” 


Campoamor is to-day the most 
popular of all Spanish poets, living or 
dead. He holds nearly as high a 
place in Spanish literature as Cervan- 
tes, whose Don Quixote is immortal. 
His verses show a charming freedom. 
Grilo is a peet of love and sorrow. 
The Sun writer says “his verses sound 
like the leaves of a wet tree shaken 
by the wind. He speaks in Spain the 
great language of nature.“ 

Spain seems to be shaking off the 
sloth which has weighted her limbs 
for centuries. The leaven of radical 
ideas is working in the Spanish mind. 
A majority of the Spanish people are 
Republican in sentiment. A Repub- 
lican form of government will be apt 
to follow the death of Castelar. In 
him the Spaniards have one of the 
greatest of living orators, a writer and 
astatesman. The country that can 
produce such a man can uot be going 
to decay. Her language is regarded 
by Emil Girardin as, with English, 
the language of the future. Her 
twenty-four millions of people live in 
a rich and truitful land. They have 
colonized the world. Spain may yet 
regain her prestige and resume her 


place in the front rank of nations.

TAMING ACONVICT. | 


How Bob Howland Bronght a Refracto- 
ry Prisoner to Terms With a Red 
Hot Iron. 


The Eureka Sentinel tells an jater- 
esting story relative to Bob Howland’s 
incumbency of the State Prisou in 
early days. Bob had then the same 
reputation for levity that he now en- 
joys, and when he became Warden 
the prisoners thought they would have 
an easy time of it, but were disap- 
pointed, as Bob looked well after the 
discipline of the prison, and not a 
prisoner escaped during his term of 
office. George Kirk, a notorious char- 
acter, was sentenced in 1865 to im- 
piisonment for highway robbery. The 
first morning ot his stay in the peni- 
tentiary he refused to come out of his 
cell and “fall io line“ with the other 
prisoners. This is how Howland sub- 
dued Kirk: “The Warden quietly 
ordered his cell door closed, and the 
other prisoners were marched ‘left 
hand on next man’s shoulder’ to 
breakfast. Kirk in the meanwhile 
was raving and loudly cursing and de- 
fying the Warden ot any other —— 

to even try to make him 
come out until he felt disposed to. 
The Warden quietly went to the black- 
smith shop, procured a bar of steel 
about twelve feet long, and had it 
heated for about four feet on one end 
to s red heat, and as quietly came back 
with it tocell No. 5. He again or- 
dered Kirk to come out and ‘‘fall in, 
and was met with the former refusal 
and violent abuse. The Warden 
closed the grated door of the cell and 
shoved the bar of steel, hot end fore 
most, (which had now cooled to a dull 
color), through the bars. Kirk 
sprang for and grasped it with beth 
hands with aclose grip to wrench it 
from the Warden. With a howl of 
pain, as it seared the flesh, he dropt 
it and retreated cursing with fiercest 
rage. The Warden, without speak- 
ing, swayed the hot bar back and 
forth in the narrow cell, at times 
wedging Kirk into @ corner, searing 
his limbs with every touch. Kirk 
howled with mingled rage and tor- 
ture, now boundiug over it and again 
under it, striking his head against the 
top of the cell and falling back upon 
the bar, yelling and screeching like 
At last 
he realized the helplessness of his po- 
sition and begged for mercy. The 
bar was immediately withdrawn, the 
cell opened and Kirk came forth as 
gentle as a lamb to have his wounds 
dressed, and during the term of his 
incarceration was the most obedient 
convict in the prison. 

All recollect his tragic end in Vir- 
ginia City some years after, when re- 
fusing to obey the order of mystic 
„601, and leave the city at once; 
the following day the body of George 
Kirk was found hanging, cold in death, 
to the frame of the old hoisting works 
of the Gould & Curry mine.”

The Wood River Country. 

Wood River, Idaho, is attracting 
considerable aticntion and bids fair to 
have a big boom in the spring. L. P. 
Walker, ldte of Reno, has located 
there, acd is engaged in merchandise 
business. He writes favorably of 
that section. From a gentleman just 
from Salt Lake City, and the neigh- 
borhood of the above new mining dis- 
trict, the Eureka Sentinel is informed 
that the Wood River country is grow- 
ing in importance and -eliciting more 
interest now than ever. About two 
thousand locations have been made 
there, and probably three-fourths of 
these are valuable. The ore is galena 
and is worked down from the crop- 
pings. The district is decidedly the 
poor miner’s country, and is peculiar 
in this, that so far, the prospectors 
have been able to sell their om as 
they have taken it out in quantities 
from one ton up. wed small lots 
have been shipped to Salt Lake and 
sold there to the smelters, paying 
handsomely. The last iot brought in 
was from a claim discovered by Mr. 
W Garrard,of Reno, of which the first 
grade assayed about 625 ounces in 
silver, and the second grade about 
340. A grand rush to Wood River is 
looked for in the spring, as the miner 
can there see an immediate return for 
his labor, and as the country is said 
to be inviting in other respects, also 
timber, wood, water and pasturage 
being abundant.

The Movement in Alta. 

The Alta mine is now the central 
point of interest on the Comstock. A 
mouth ago Alta stock was selling at 
$3 ashare. Yesterday it sold as high 
as $15. There are 108,000 shares in 


the mine. Outsiders dont know 
whether this loom in the stock means 
a deai or a developinent, but they are 
“getting in” just the same. It has 
been two years since the Comstock 
had its last big boom, when Union 
solid as high as $200 a share. Alta 
then soared to $26. The Alta is at 
the extreme south end of the lode, 
and thus the rise in its shares has 
not affected the north end stocks. 
Alta had some promising indications 
two years ago, but nothing came of 
them, and the good reports that have 
come from it at different times since 
have not been followed by dividends. 
Eighteen assessments, amounting to 
$1,371,000, bave been levied; the last 
on August 26, at the rate of 50 cents 
per share. Alta’s lowest price in 
three years was reached last July 
when it touched $1 a share. The 
mine was located in the early days of 
the Comstoek. The stock has been 
wonderfally active lately. Last month 
118,900 shares changed hands month, 
more than the whole number in the 
mine. To-day Alta sold at 17.
